Scientific men are now able tolerably 
well to predict a coming storm or a disturb- 
ance of temperature by signs and portents 
in the atmospheric world. We have often 
thought thata similar science might be 
framed as regards politics, which would 
be equally useful, and would enable us 
to be ‘“‘weather-wise” on that important 
subject. It is true that the cunning 
“cusses” amongst politicians are always 
au fail ag to results ef certain disturbances 
in the political world, but ‘‘the generality 
of mankind” are hopelessly ignorant, and 
need a few weather-prophets. The worst 
of it is that we can not for the life of us 
calculate any fixed quantities in the polit- 
ical world. Politics are judged by ordina- 
ry people precisely as the weather is. We 
can see when the barometer of political 
life is changing from fair to stormy, or 
when the thermometer of political agita- 
tion is rising rapidly from zero to summer 
heat, or the reverse. But if from tele- 
graphic summaries of all important move- 
ments in the political life of the day we 
could frame a system analogous to the 
weather system at Washington, the benefit 
would be incalculable, although we fear 
the prognostications would never reach 
the maxitinum of ecientific accuracy. Yor 
the ‘‘machine,” we think, would answer 
tolerably well, and would be a valuable ad- 
dition to the number of the exact sciences.

Photography may not indeed be the 
highest type of art. But it is very satisfy- 
ing, and, in the absence of anything bet- 
ter, 1t Serves the very best of turns. It is 
becming a universality; it is creeping into 
every branch of art, and, in the dearth 
of slower methods and the progress of me- 
chanics, it is not only stealing the brush 
from the painter and the chisel from the 
sculptor, but even in literature is taking 
the pen out of the hand of genius to re- 
place it with a camera: obscura, producing 
us easy, graphic, common-place pictures 
of-our every-day acquaintances. 

The modern novel is but a species of 
carte de visite. TROLLOPE and SPIELHAGEN 
do little else than take photographs, and 
even WILKIE COLLINS, who gives us 
rude Rembrandts highly colored. 
The writer of fiction thinks 
no more of the pains-taking workmanship 
of Frecpine, of THackreray, of GEORGE 
Eror, than Kiauser thinks of MicHagEL 
ANGELO or WEBSTER Of PAUL V ERONESE.

Chrisman, in a short but eloquent speech, de- 
clined the race; and Mr. Corbitt  fol- 
lowed by ashing the withdrawal of his 
name.

we pour cut so much contempt and such 
nme rebuke, had one mee ee was the Gos- 
ie of Individualism; was emphasisz- 

ng the importance of the senate unit. Toa 
certain extent it ignored the State, but it 
never forgot the man. To be sure it confined 
its protection only to a class, the upper class, 
the landed class, the wealthy class; but with- 
in the girth of what it re ized, ‘that class 
—every man and the minutest right of every 
man—was as sacred as the throne itself, The 
feudal noble bowed to none but the king, and 
hardlg to him. His slightest atom of right, 
whether he should flaunt a lion on his banner 
exclusively, whether his chair should sit six 
inches higher than his neighbor, or he should 
walk in the great procession ahead of his 
rival, were rights to be maintained as 
Bac redly at as much cost as his castle and 
lends. It was no matter how slight, provided 
it wig his—the whole power of the } State was 
bound to vindicate him in his exclusive right. 
Men went to war for the right to walk in the 
third or the fourth or the seventh place of a 
procession. We come back in the republies 
to the old error of classic times. We have a 
wholesale regard, and, provided the general 
public is protected, there is a singular disre- 
gard of the individual. In order to insure 
public attention you must get a wrong that 
covers a million of men. And to-day the | 
same wholesale test of institutions pre- 
vails. Forthe protection of an individual 
right, give me a government modelled on the 
feudalism of the Middle Ages. Now \ hat I 
am going to speak to you of to-night are what 
men call slight wrongs, affecting only small 
classes, but they constitute just as trudy 
a grievance, they defeat just as cer- 
tainly thé first purpose of goverment, 
vwhteads the protection of the individual. 
“That is a true government,”’ said the 
Greck, ‘‘where the humblest and most friend- 
less man is ag safe in his meanest right as the 
most loved and the strongest.”’ Now [am 


going to speak of the courts. What I mean 
to assert in criticism even of the courts of 
Massachusetts is, that justice is a wholesale, 
imperfect, e xceptional accident; and the 
whole of this cumbrous machinery of the 
State is honeycombed all through with mis- 
takes which make it in a certain per centage 
of instances the organ of nothing but injus- 
tice and cruelty, and 1 shall begin with the 
client when he enters the court, ‘and I shall 
remind you that the old maxim was that the 
king could dono wrong; and although we bor- 
rowed nothing from England but certain fun- 
damental forms and her language, we keep at 
the root of our jurisprudence that same great 
outrage that the State can do no wrong; and 
the consequence of it is {which I might en- 
large upon in approaching the bureaus of 
Congress in .a wholesale manner, but 
in picking up the trifle of the individual, I 
am going to confine myself to the courts. 
served once as a clerk in a court of this coun- 
ty, and 4 remember a single case of a woman 
who earned her daily dollar, and the pride of 
her life was that her grandchildren, left to her 
orphans, were kept from the almshouse b 
their grandmother’s persistent thrift and toil.

That is the idea 
of the Saxon sieve, through which arbitrary 
power and unjust suspicion and too great 
weight of ga shall be strained before 
it reaches the individual; yet we have heard 


man who stood opposed to his fellow jury- 
men, and call it bloc —o wheels of justice; 
whereas, we oyghtto thank that man for it. 
And the time his been again and again when 
a second trial of the same case brought the 
other eleven men round to that single man’s 
opinion, But when I go a step further, to the 
witnesses, the atrocity of the courts becomes 
more cruel and infamous still. One-half of 
what is called the wit of the bar is nothing 
but gross abuse of witnesses. The wit of the 
bar is wit that among gentlemen would be 
considered infamous, [Applause.] There 
isn’t a man in this house who would not be 
glad to see the women of his family associat- 
ing with the members of the Soffolk bar 
under the roof ot domestic fathers. There is 
not a man in the house that would not shrink 
from having his wife subjected to the cruel 
and abusive cross-examination of those gen- 
tlemen in acourt of justice. [Applause.] I 
remember a case in a Boston court, where a 
clergyman of the. city be ing plactd 
upon the stand, a well-known mem- 
ber of the Suffolk bar said to him, 
“Where is your wife, sir?’ ‘I have sent 
her to Providence.” What did you send pes 
there for?”’ ‘*‘To be beyond your reach.” 
plause,} “You behaved very wrong,”’ ata 
the law yer. ‘Tl know my business better than 
you do,’* replied the gentlemav. What is it 
that changes the Lg of the parlor into 
the mere—well, I don’t know what name to 
assign to him—of the courts? It is an easy 
thing to amuse us, but it is a sore thing for 
the individual when he stands under this ut- 
terly reckless, unchecked and unlimited right 
of abuse, and when he sces the judge inter- 
fering again and again to prevent his defend- 
ing himself and yet checking once the dis- 
courtesy and the abuse. of counsel. Then I 
want to go one step further, and that is to the 
judge himself. We have a sacred idea of a 
udge. We have an idea that he is totally 
emptied out of all passions, that he sees noth- 
ing before him but the unnamed form of 
claimants for justice. Well I think that idea 
is due to some of the courts of the 
Centinent and to the courts of Europe, 
especially of England, and I think it is lament- 
ably not due to the courts of the Northern 
States. I won't place Massachusetts as low 
as the late James T. Brady placedthe judges 
of New York when that great lawyer publicly 
complained in the Cooper Institute tlh: at if in 
the course of a case he gr himself obliged 
to bring it before certain ange he always 
left the case and invited his clicnt to employ 
rome other — favorites of these judges, 
himself sta rankly to his client that there 
would be “+5 ae of justice if he was em- 
ployed. I don’t believe that our courts have 
reached that absolute extent of personal fa- 
yoritism; but there is in the courts of Massa- 
chusetts, and especially of Boston, an aristo- 
cratic leant and favoritism which would 
disgrace any bar in Christendom; and I have

When I urged this, and the committee 
were listening to ine, the most distinguished 
representative of the insane practice of Mas- 
sschusetts, putting his head on his hand in 
thought a moment, said, “Well that’s the 
way she got out. “Well” —he straightened 
himself up—*‘patients ought not to be ciiowed 
books.”” Youder asylum is the very prison of 
man after Mad. aiid Woman after Wotan, as 
sane as we are, whom their friends choose to 
pide; and Ihave the testimony of more than 
one binploye there that persons brought into 
those walls, sane as you and I, fretting in 
weary months against the incarceration, die 
mad. And this is Massachusetts; and you 
may go up to that Legislature and talk by the 
week and you wiil have arrayed against you 

a dozen doctors and half a dozen students of 

insanity, and they haven't the remotest sus- 

“ ion of what belongs to the liberty of the 

ndividual any more than the practitioner at 

Yeddo, and you can’t begin to ye. a hearing. 

The luziest institution in the United States 

is a court. [Applause.] he men that 

do the least business while they pre- 
tend to be busy are lawyers. {Laughter 
and applause.| ‘The departments at Wash- 
ington are lazy enough to make a Sybarite, 
who never movedexcept when a rose-leaf got 
doubled, ashamed of himself; and yet the de- 
partments of Washington are furiously active 
compared with the courts. When you once 
enter that interminable mill there is no 
knowing whether you will survive ever 
to see a judge. We haven't accepted 
one humane principle of the students 
of insanity on the otherside of the 
ocean; and the only thing that shuts you out 
from the right in this matter is a smalt band 
of scientific men, local Boston doctors. The 
lace where you can safely hide your enemies 
or six mouths, if you can only cover it with 
plausible device, is an insane asylum in Mass- 
achusetts, You. have only to set in motion’ 
the machinery of the idiot Legislature of 

Massachusetts. [Applause.] 1 don’t believe 

there is an insane asylum in the State mad 

enough to enact the laws on this subject 
which have been enacted in the Legislature— 
not one. 1 hardly think you can find a dozen 

as insane men in any of the insane asylums of 
this State as mad as the insane doctors on this 
subject. I never saw a doctor or a trustee of 
an insane asylum that had the twinkling of 
the shadow of an iota of an idea of what in- 
dividual liberty means. [Laughter.| I urge 
you, every one, to remember that this busy 
civilization of ours, With its angry collision of 
opinion, with its ‘absorbing pursuit of in- 
dustrial success, We are many - reentages 
above any other COMI in the develop- 
ment of insanity. I warn you that in the 
protection of the very slightest or of the 
most grave difference of opmion of the 
humblest man among us is in fact the test of 
the State’s sincerity; and yet in regard to this 
great question = will see every journal of 
the State probably laugh me out of court for 

even asking an hour’s attention to it from a 

Boston audience. The Kuklux sits in the 

Legislature. Out of 35,000 prisoners of the 

Commune in France, after a three months’ in- 

vestigation, the Government only found five 

that they could prove ever set fire to a build- 

ing; out ‘of the seore of men that preside over 
the insane asylums of Massachusets I will find 
you nineteen that have made a great many 
more men mad by mistake and cruelty than 
they even cured; I will show you nineteen 
men that have allowed themselves to be the 
tools of men, the agents of disturbed parents, 

the mere mac hines of anxious relatives, and 
have turned the key on tottering intellect till 
it went out in night, when, with decent com- 
mon sense, fair judicial inquiry, and generous 
toleration, it would have bummed again bright 
and unflicke ring.

From the other 
end of the table is displayed the banner of the 
Knights of Malta, a nine-pointed star on a black 
ground. a Maltese cross in the center sur- 
rounded by the motto of the order. 


A black velvetcurtain sucrounds this table, 


banging’from the surface to the floor; in the 
center is a large Templar cross of red velvet 
bordered with gold: at one ena the cross of 
Salem, and at the othera passion eross, each of 
red and bordered with goid, in striking contrast 
to the sombre hue of the curtain. This table is 
loaded with pretty things both useful! and orna- 
meatal, from a handsome set of silver down toa 
smail doil-baby.

curtain,in the ceuter of which isa gold triple 
triangle, and at the ends a Maltese Cross and a 


Passion Cross. 

This table is arranged in elegant and tasteful 
style. Inthe center isa pyramid, surmounted 
by a cross. Upoa the pyramid is tastefully dis- 
played a set of silver. Miss Katie Wicks, at this 
table, has a ring cake, containing a valuable dia- 
mond ring, for raffe. There is also a beautiful 
apron of a Master Mason to be disposed of in the 
same way, auda great many vther nice things 
“too tedious to mention."
